, Left Her Body Lying Because 
Hands Might Get Bloody. 


LETTER FOUND IN DOG’S EAR 


Neighbor’s Did Not Offer Sympathy 
to Seward While His Wife Lay 
Dead, They Pitied Her. 


DANVILLE, Ind., April 23.—The trial of 
Henry M. Seward has brought out very 
strong cireumstantial evidence pointing to 
him as the murderer of his wife. The great- 
est interest:is manifested in the trial, and 
the courtroom has been crowded daily 
with women. ; 

The defense has almost abandoned. hope 
of saving their client from prison for life or 
from the scaffold. 

Two rather remarkable points have been 
brought out in the testimony. When Sew- 
ard found his wife lying dead upon the 
floor of their home he left her there, and 
when asked why he did not lift her from 
that position he is alleged by witnesses to 
have Said: ‘I wogld have got ble on me, 


rand in that event they would have hung me 


sure.’” 

Another point was the letter written on 
tissue paper found stuck in the ear of 
Seward's dog. It was admitted as evidence, 
and Sheriff Cooper testified that the note 
read: “I did it. I slept in your barn all 
night and saw you go away in the morn- 
ing. She tore my coat and I killed her. 
I don’t allow any woman to deny me. I 
have ‘fits.’’ 


Seward’s Plans 
Did Not Carry. 


The remarkable thing about the case ig 
the evident care with which all the pre- 
liminary events. to the murder were 
planned by Seward, and how transparent 
they have become under the probing of 
witnesses by the attorneys for the state, 
They show that while Seward had invented 
4 most complicated web of events to which 
t@ testify for his protection in,case he was 
suspected of the crime it has been torn 
apart bit by bit. The clubs and the ax 
with which the murder was committed 
were destroyed with the burning of the 
courthouse. 

Showing the motive for the crime several 
wilnesses testified to the relations existing 
between Seward and his wife. Thomas 
Leneve stated that Seward teld him that 
his wife was digsatisfied with her iife at 
his father's house and that they were go- 
ing to heusekeeping by themselves. 

“Do you think she will be 
then?’ Leneve asked. 

“I don’t know," replied Seward. ‘I don't 
know what in the —— I am going to do 
with the —— woman.” . 

Charles Baysinger,:a cousin of Mrs. Se- 
ward, was Galléd°to the stand to prove that 
Seward did not love his wife when he mar- 
ried her. Baysihger Said that Seward told 
him a short time before the wedding that 
he a@f@ hot love Alice, but that she would 
make him an exceHent hous:keeper. . He 
said after the wedding he had neve* qués- 
tioned the Sewards as to their marital] af- 
fairs, for the reason that he did not con- 
sider-them any of his business. 

Showing that Seward had planned a 
story to tell after the murder, Prosecuting 
Attorney Watson stated that he had asked 
Sewar’ what had most impressed him as 


he neared the house on iue fatal after- 
noon. “Seward’s reply was, ‘The failure 
of my dog to meet me struck me as 
strange. I1 also noticed that my ax was 
not in the same end of the-chopping biock 
in which I had left it in the morning.’ ” 
“Then,” continued Mr. Watson, “Sew- 
ard described to me the condition of the 
window through which he maintained the 
man who murdered Mrs. Seward had en- 
tered the room. He said it could be raised 
s0 one could enter. I investigated the win- 
dow two days after the murder and found 
that the window was nailed in such a 
manner that it would have ,been impossible 
for.anyone. to have entered through the 
aperture. It could not be raised more than 
a few inches.”’ 
James Baysinger, Sr., an uncle of the 
murdered woman and who was visiting at 
the home of Richard Frazier at the time 
‘of the murder saw Seward coming down 
the railroad track calling loudly and that 
when he reached the house Seward said: 
“They have killed Alice—she is dead.’’ Wit- 
ness said Seward’s grief seemed affected. 
He went with Seward to the home of the 
latter, and was there when the coroner ar- 
rived and held his examination. He said 
Seward would not stay in the room where 
the body of his wife lay during the exami- 
nation by the coroner. :

He 
had taken off Mrs. Seward’s shoes, gar- 
ters and stockings. He was positive as to 
the garters. Seward testified before the cor- 
oner that his wife's garters were mgr 
and that he found them later in the field 
mentioned heretofore. 

The evidence of Thomas Leneve, a brother 
of Samuel, was very Strong against the de- 
fendant. He worked with Seward in the 
field on the day of the murder. He said that 
at 3:30 o’clock he went to the depot and 
when the afternoon t came in he 
boarded it and asked the conductor the 
time. He did not go away on the train, 
however, and went back to the track later. 
That was about 6:4 o'clock. He saw’ Sew- 
ard talking with three tramps. He seemed 
to be excited and told of finding his wife's

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 22.—As if to 
further impress him with the enormity of 
his crime, fate decreed by mere coincidence 
that Louis Gregory, the negro slayer of the 
late Roy Martin in Kamsas City, Kan., 
should be forced to hear the funeral hymn 
sung over the bedy of his victim.

French Naval Expert Declares Today 
Mighty Cruisers Are at Mercy of 
Lilliputian Craft. 


Special Cable to the. Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1904, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
‘PARIS, April 23.—‘‘We hear much about 
the bad luck of the Russian fleet at Port 

Arthur. Such talk is nonsense. 

“What happened at Port Arthur is not 
a matter of luck, but simply of mathe- 
matics. Submarine boats and torpedoes 
have revolutionized naval warfare. The 
cruel experience of the Russian fleet should 
be a lesson to thé naval world.”’ 

Thus Alfred Duquet, the naval expert, in 
an interview with the New York World 
and St. Louis Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
spoke yesterday. Duquet continued: 

“Today, great crulsers, costing millions, 
are at the mercy of lilliputian boats that 
cost only thousands. Developments along 
this line are likely to obHterate the al- 
leged supremacy of the British marine. 

‘To carry possibliiities to. extremes, even 
Switzerland might become a naval power 
today. 

“The method of naval warfare that 
the men on the submarine devote them- 
selves to a danger which means entire suc- 
cess or certain death. When a cruiser is 
defeated she can lower her flag. When a 
submarine fails in a hostile attempt her 
crew submerged, heroes though they are, 
die like rats in a trap. No cheers nor the 
music of ships’ bands salute them as they 
meet the horrible, silent death of brave 
men. 

“Long since Admiral Aube, my revered 
preceptor. assured me that = submariries 
would become the Leviathans of the seas 
in naval conflicts of the future. l:ow wel, 
confirmed has been this prediction, since 
the beginning of the war. What good have 
been armored cruisers, either Japanese or 
Russian? What good their crews of 700 
men or their cost of 45,000,000 francs? Thei 
very armor only causes them to sink quic k- 
er when torpedoed by little craft whose 
cost is fantastically low.

PATRIOTISM STIRS HIS SOUL 


Preached Against a Conflict of Na- 
tions to a Visitor, Whom He Re- 
ceives Under the Shadow of a War

PARIS, April 23.—Count Leo Tolstoi was 

visited at his Russian home in Yasnaia Po- 
liana by George Bourdon, a French writer, 
who was anxious to get the great reformer- 
novelist’s views upon the Russo-Japanese 
war. The count, in his usual peasant garb, 
received his caller in his big dining room, 
where he had pinned on a wall a French 
map of Corea and Manchuria. 

“Have you news of the war?” was Tol- 
stoi’'s greeting question. 

Countess Tolstoi remarked that her nus- 
band, who denounces war as an aboinina- 
ean think of nothing else than the 
conflict in the east and that one day he 
rode 20 miles on horseback through the 
snow to get a telegram about it. 

Tolstoi confessed that patriotisth 
lurks in his inmost soul, adding: 

‘Through heredity ‘and education it per- 
sists in me in spite of myself. I am obfiged 
to call reason to my aid in order to re- 
member my duty. No argument in the 
world can surpass the argument of human- 
ity. My conscience tells me that murder, 
under whatever form committed, eXx- 
ecrable; that war is a monstrous scourge; 
that everything which tends to participate 
in war is beyond remedy.” 


Apostle of Peace 
Grows Excited. 


As he spoke he grew much excited, his 
whole person seeming to vibrate with emo- 
tion and force. . 

“In the time of Genghis Khan,’ 
on, “only those people fought “who 
warlike. Those who were peaceably 
clined were allowed to pursue their career. 
But now every man is forced to kill under 
pain of being killed. Mén always have 
the fine word liberty on their lips. Banish 
violence and there will be no liberty.”’ 

When Tolstoi was reminded this is 
clash between the white and the yellow 
races he exclaimed: ‘‘What does it matter. 
I do not distinguish between races. I am 
for man above everything. Whatever may 
happen, how will man benefit by this war? 
The misfortune is that it shows to waat 
point men forget or ignore duty. Superior 
to the duty one owes to his family, to his 
country, to man, is his duty to God. [If 
you permit that word: or if that word e™m- 
barrasses you, the whole, with a big W."’ 

When told that the Japanese are hard, 
cruel, hostile to foreigners, he inquired: 

“Are the Japanese truly what you ssy 
they are? I would like to have the proof. 
Pascal—he is an author I read often—has 
said: 

“People do not imitate the chastity of 
Alexander the Conqueror, but try to imf- 
tate his conquest.’ Japan, likewise, very 
probably has imitated Europe's faults. 

But Japan is what it is, with its good 
qualities and its bad. It is in a state of 
evolution like all the nations. It is emrg- 
ing from barbarism .and beginning to 
emancipate itself from serfdom. It appears 
to me to be almost In the condition Russia 
was when under Catherine. It pursues its 
evolution as we pursue ours, and rest as- 
sured that its turn will come. It will de- 
velop and perfect itself according to the 
general law.”’ 

When asked to point out the progress of 
the yellow races, he replied that we do not 
know their nature well, and had neither 
studied nor penetrated into their conscience. 
For himself, he has observed that the Chi- 
nese and Hindoos are not a warlike peo- 
ple; that they scorn war and warriors. 

“Acording to accounts o ftravelers,”’ he 
added, ‘‘they are said to keep their word, 
do not lie, and can be relied on in business. 
This is not common in Europe.” 


Some French Libels 


on the Japanese. 

When reminded that the Japanese resort 
to the cruelest of tortures with their ene- 
mies, he replied: 

‘‘Europeans do. Where are the results of 
European civilization?” 

He inquired: ‘‘Does the world advance or 
fail back? When England went to the 
Transvaal did she not fall back?’’ 

When the ‘interviewer observed that in 
this war perhaps it would be best for the 
progress of civilization that the Russians 
should triumph, Tolstol admitted the active 
and educative force af civilization, but 
asked:

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“Where is civilization? Why do you 
wish that [I should locate it in Europe? Be- 
cause the European have created for them- 
selves some artificial needs and employ 
their génius to satisfy it? Because they 
have invented railroads, the telegraph, the 
telephone anc I know not what? All these 
achievements of pretended civilization ap- 
pear to me to be inventions of barbarism. 
They serve after all that which is lowest 
in man. 1 do not see that they confer any 
moral superiority whatever.” 

When reminded that not only war im- 
plements but machines to lighten labor 
were created by this inventive spirit, he 
replied: 

“Yes, they economize work, but work is 
good and healthy. Work is an excellent, 
agreeable, diverting thing.’’ 

When the hard labor of the miner was 
cited, he said: 

“There would be no hard work if there 
were no violent wants. If people would 
restrain their wants there would be nuch 
less fatigue. It is not work that needs to 
be abolished—the appetites must be con- 
quered. Modern inventions that develop 
the appetites only serve to perpetuate slav- 
ery. I am no admirer of the railroad, the 
te aph and ail those conquests by whic 
man thinks to demenstrate his progress.

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PLAY ENGINEERI 


Ride on Front of Locomotive at 70 
Miles an Hour as Part of 
Studies. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., April 23—The last of 
the locomotive tests made: by students of 
the graduating class of the Kentucky State 
University in the School of Mechanica) and 
Ejectrical Engineering. These tests have 
been practical schooling and the students 
will present their observations in the form 

of theses at graduation. 

The tests were made on a platform built 
over the pilot of an engine on a run cf 14 
miles at the rate of 76 miles an hour. 

The platform was built over the cylinders 
and pilot of engine No. 556 of the Cincin- 
nati Southern Raflroad. On the platform 
speed records and instruments for showing 
track condition, etc., wers attached. An 
electric signal apparatus made communica- 
tion with the cab possible. 

_The 10:45 Cincinnati Southern train was 
85 minutes late, and it was desirable to 
make up the lost time between Lexington 
and Se«merset. farning had been given 
that if any cow was sighted on the track 
to make haste anu reach the running board 
along the side of the engine. Should 4 
cow be struck it was known that it would 
be disastrous, as it would demolish the 
platform and hurl any occupants to the 
track. 

Timed by a -watch, the train at some 
points made a mile in & seconds, a rate of 
‘0 miles an hour. Startled meadow larks 
flew in droves, and one venturesome bird 
fiappead a challenge and winged its flight 
along the side of the train, but finding it- 
self worsted in the unequal race, dropped 
to the ground after a short flight and 
buried its shame in the grass. 

Being ahead of the smokestack, no 
smoke, no cinders, ho dust were encoun- 
tered—nothing ‘put the cool, pure air. 

Coveys and doves, eating along the side 
of the track where corn and other grain had 
spilled from freight ears, remained in their 
positions till the train was almost on them, 
when they leisurely flew away. One flew 
diagonally across the track toward the 
engine, was not quick enough and was 
— to pieces on the front of the smoke 
Stack. 

Only in passing through King's Mountain 
tunnel was any smoke or cinders met. The 
puffing of the engine hurled the cinders 
against the low roof and they rebounded 
in a hot shower on to the platform. A piece 
of rock, loosened from the roof, darted 
through the. cab window, but wigout 
serious results. The .sound: of esc ing 
steam and the labored breathing of the 
exhaust were thrown back by the narrow 
walls and intensified tenfold, being almost 
deafening. : 

All of the coal Is weighed and the water 
is gauged when the triv is begun. If any 
is left over at the end, it‘is weighed to 
arrive at. the amount consumed. This is to 
determine how much water is evaporated 
by a pound of coal, which gives the ‘‘boiler 
efficiency.”” Both ends of the cylinder are 
conneeted with a pipe, and a steam indica- 
tor registers on a card the  pres- 
sure at every point of a stroke. 
From these cards the students work 
up to the water consumption, or the 
number of pounds of water per hour per 
horse power, which gives the economy of 
the engine. 

An engine register tells the number of 
revolutions made by thé wheels a minute. 
and as these are taken every minute the 
speed at any given point can be determined 
by a simovle calculation, the diameter of 
the wheels being known.

dent of the World's Fair. asking nim if 
he could use any dogs for the Eorcaien 
who are there on exhibition. These natives 
are from the Philippine Islands, and are 
very fond of dog meat. They have such 
an appetite for canines that it ig feared 
that St. Louis cannot furnish enough for 
them. 

There are about 40 dogs in the pen be- 
hind the City Hall, and these were tc have 
been killed, but the slaughter has been 
delaved on account of the letter written 
Sunday.

ter, 

The postmasters hope through the edu- 
eation of the school children to get people 
into this useful habit. 

Some years ago the association passed @ 
resolution that all members’ appear before 
the schools in their respective towns and 
explain to the children how to properly 
address a letter. This ts said.to have had 
a good effect, and it is likely that reports 
on the subject will be reeeived at the com- 
ing convention. 


“We could. save a. hundred pieces of 
mail a day in the Toledo postoftice alone 
if a return address were used,’’ said one 
of the speakers. ‘‘Letters cOme in without 
any address on them, without stamps, not 
properly addressed and where we are un- 
able to lovate the senders, without open- 
ing the letters, they are sent to the dead 
letter office. 

“lf return addresses were used, this could 
be overcome and the mail would not 
have to be sent to the dead letter office.

LANGLEY’S FLYING MACHINES 
IN GOVERNMENT EXHIBIT 


Two flying machines, constructed by Prof. 
Langley of the Smithsonian Institution, 
are now instalied in the Government build- 
ing and hang from ‘the rafters near the 
giant whale.

Baffled Correspondents Are Kept 
From.the War News, but Are 
Agreably Entertained. 


NO ONE TALKS ABOUT ARMY 


Smiles, Wine Suppers, Banquets, 
Geisha Dances and Picnics for 
All, but No Information.

TOKIO, March 20.—W hen, 50 odd foreign 
correspondents, representing all the great 
papers of the world, descended on Tokio 
like an avalanche and tried to sweep 
through the barriers of Japanese adminis- 
trative and social life—in an -enthusiastic 
quest for news—a tremor of shocked sur- 
prise passed through the entife government 
structure at this new form of aggression 
perpetrated by Western barbarians. 
However, while the edifice vibrated and 
oscillated for a moment and a few bricks 
of interviews from public men were 1o00s- 
ened by the first onslaught, the current of 
national reserve held fast, and the danger 
cf destructive garrulousness was safely 


passed. 

Japan is a country of precedents. If you 
can’t find a piecedent for your desires or 
requests, you had better start all over 
again on lines of accepted procedure unless 
you prefer to spend many weeks looking 
into the smiling faces of ever-courteous of- 
ficlals and hearing always the stereotyped 
reply: “I do not see how we can do it. 
You see, there is no precedent for such 
aetion.”’ 

It took the government several weeks to 
determine whether foreign correspondents 
should or should not be allowed with the 
army as accredited purveyors: of news, and 
the indirect precedent that several Ameri- 
can and English newsmen had lived with 
the Japanese forces on their march to Pekjn 
is probably all that saved them. 

Every request preferred by the correspond- 
ents—such as being officially recognized 
and furnished with passes, tra ortation, 
ration, telegraph, pakea. despatch at, as- 
signment to column and travel privileges— 
had to be threshed out by means of a seem- 
ingly interminable correspondence between 
the ranking departmental heads before a 
decisive answer could be given. 


Plan for Handling 


the Newsmen Fair. 

It must be eaid, in all fairness to the 
Japanese government that, as with every 
new problem which comes before them, they 


have at last thoughtfully and ‘painstaking- 
ly crystalized a working scheme which com- 
prehends the handling and management of 
the small army of newspaper men who will 
take the field in a way which is equitable 
to every representative and yet cuards 
themselves from any premature disclosure 
of military secrets and movements. 

While this game of ‘‘We shall consider 
what you have said’’ was going on the 
government protected itself by an excel- 
lent, but maddening censorship, which con- 
sisted simply in taking cablegrams and re- 
fusing to say whether or not they had been 
transmitted, and then, when protest be- 
came vigorous, making the concession of 
stating how many words had been cut out, 
without specifying the exact words elim- 
inated. No ane knew who the censor or 
censors were, and there was apparently 
no responsible person with whom com- 
plaints could be registered. However, this 
is a story of the past. as an admirable 
censorship system of passing all messages 
under the eye of designated official censors 
has been adopted, and. as seon as. the 
official seal.of such censors is placed there- 
on the news may be transmitted from the 
nearest telegraph office without further 
hindrance. 


How They Pacify 


the Correspondents. 

When the spirit of rebellion ran high 
among the correspondents, as it will where 
a body of men are cooped up in a metropol- 


itan hotel and longing for the war front, 
with its concomitant news—carefully word- 
ed invitations to Japanese functions, such 
as dinners, tea parties, plum- -blossom pic- 
nics, geisha dances, etc., began to find 
their way into the mail boxes. of irritable 
and frazzled war correspondents, always 
bringing a laugh and a better feeling in the 
mind of the recipient, in spite of himself. 

The restrictions on artists and camera 
fiends in Tokio have now been almost 
removed, but, for a while, every time _a 
pencil touched paper or a “‘push the but- 
ton’’ was executed within AP 4 ope distance 


|of a soldier, the gullty man took a stroll 


to the nearest police station, and there 
did much voluble explaining as to why 
he had sinned, though he might have a 
police permit to illustrate and photo- 
graph in his pocket. The civil authori- 
ties claim they are not responsible for 
the action of the military officials, and 
the military authorities say that such 
permits are always issued by the civil 
officials; so there you are. 

Altogether the perfectly proper sup- 
pression of news respecting preliminary 
movements has been a delightful bit-of 
Japanese diplomacy, which the world at 
large will enjoy more than the immediate

One Woman Legislator 
Helped to Elect Smoot. 


Judge Powers said that, in the legis- 
lature that elected Smoot, there was one 
woman member. She was chairman of 
the judiciary committee and had voted 
for Smoot. 

Senator Burrows asked for the most re- 
cent evidence of church interference in 
politics. Judge Powers said that during 
the t four or five weeks the organiza- 
tion had so interfered. The official news- 
paper of the church of Salt Lake, in the 
contest for eélection of de:egates to the 
forthcoming convention at Chicago, sup 

orted the faction in the Republican party 

nown as the Smoot-Sutherland faction 
and had opposed the contingent headed by 
Senator Kearns.: The Smoot-Sutheriand 
taction had been successful. 

udge Powers said the most flagrant in- 
stance of interference had been the ‘‘polit- 
ical manifesto’’ issued during the Moses 
Thatcher campaign for the senatorship 
which established the custom of compelling 
a Mormon to get consent of the church be- 
fore becoming a candidate for office. 

Upon being questioned, he said he under- 
stood that recently there had been a com- 
mittee of five, all Mormons, appointed by 
the authorities of the church, to keep 
track of all legislation proposed by_ the 
state legis!ature and to supervise it. None 
of this committee was a member of the 
legislature. 


Younger Generation 
' Opposed to Polygamy. 


Speaking of the younger generation of 
the church, Judge Powers expressed the 
opinion that it was generally opposed to 
the practice of polygamy. 
' “My opinion is,”” he said, “that, if the 
church were to attempt to re-establi: 
publicly the practice, it would have trou- 


bie from its younger members. There 
‘is a feeling of toleration toward the old 
guard now practicing it, but the young 
men and women of today who belong to 
the church are generally opposed to it. 
I think that, with the present genéra- 
tion, the practice may die.” 

Judge Powers expressed the opinion 
that the practice of polygamy was not 
the most objectionable tenet of the or- 
ganization. 

“The most obnoxious doctrine,’ 
clared, “is that involving the implicit 
obedience of church members to the 
dictation of the authorities and the hier- 
archy. We object to the constant teach- 
ings that the rank and file must obey. 
The authorities believe that the head of 
the church is inspired and speaks the 
word of God. ‘They believe in inter- 
ference in our political and temporal af- 
re as a church and think that they 

hould control our business. That is 
what we abhor the most.”

Steel-Flanged Tires Are Attached to 
the Wheels Without Removing 
Pneumatic Rims. 


A new, device has recently been invented 
by which an automobile may run on rails 
from city to city as well as speeding on 
ordinary roads. The device is an arrange- 
ment for attaching steel-flanged tires to 
the wheels, without removing the pneu- 
matic tires. Equipped in this manner, the 
machine is ready for a run on rails, while 
by simply detaching the steel tires an au- 
tomobile pure and simple is left. The at- 
tachment consists of a cast-steel flanged 
rim, made on its outside to fit the rails, 
and on the inside. a curved surface to fit 
the periphery of the tire. .

“Young Corbett” Contracted to Put 
One Man Away Weekly at 
$15 Per Week. 


“Young Corbett," the former feather- 
weight champion, who had the title of 
champion wrested from him by Joe Britt, 
is indebted to Earl Gillihan of Cincinnati 
for his successful pugilistic career. 

It was through gratitude of the Cincin- 
nati man that “Corbett” was given the 
opportunity which afterwards proved to be 
his first start in life. Gillihan was the 
proprietor’ of a theater in Omaha six years 
ago, and pulled off four-round bouts be- 
tween local men every night, as a wind-up 
to the evening’s entertainment. 

That same year a young man by the 
name of Rothwell came from Denver to 
Omaha minus money and friends. 

This youngster, who is now known as 
‘Young Corbett,”’ approached the theatrical 
manager, asking him for permission to 
fight in some of the bouts, and further 
promising to knock out a man a night 
every week or get no pay. 

Gillihan was at first averse to granting 
the request, as he thought Rothwell to be 
a mere youth, and in order to discourage 
the youngster offered him the small sum of 
$15 a week. 

Instead of refusing the offer ‘“‘Corbett’’ 
accepted, and the next night he began his 
engagement. He whipped all of his oppo- 
nents. For three months he worked as 
“knocker out’ and all he obtained was $15 
a week. He finally was matched to fight 
Fred O'Neil, at that time champion feather- 
weight of Nebraska. It was a case of 
“he saw, he met and he conquered’ on 
Corbett's part.

One of: the most popular of the racing 
classics of the United States is the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, It is generally run towards 
the end of May,:.at a time when the princi- 
pal stables of the country have (‘finished 
their preparatory training. 

In point of age the Brooklyn Handicap 
is not so venerable as the Suburban,: but 
in everYrether respect it is certainly the 
equal of the latter. Some of the greatest 
horses the country has ever produced tried 
and failed to win the Brooklyn, while sev- 
eral ordinary ones came home first in the 
Suburban. 

Salvator—King of the American turf—was 
the best horse that ever contested in the 
Suburban, while the peerless Ténny holds 
the same position as regards the Brooklyn. 

The five years included between 1884 and 
18k88 wre notable ones in American turf his- 
tory. 

In those years there was a remarkable 
impetus in turf affairs which is felt today 
and which has had a most beneficial effect 
on the breeding industries of the country. 

The Brooklyn Handicap, the Suburban, 
the American Derby and the Futurity were 
all inaugurated within the years referred 
to above. 

Every thoroughbred that has become fa- 
mous on the turf in the last 20 years has 
performed in one or more of these races. 
Domino, Yankee, Proctor Knott, His High- 
ness, Ballyhoo Bey, Troubadour, Frienzi, 
Raceland, Salvator, Henry of Navarre. 
Bannockburn, Ben Brush, The Bard, Ten- 
ny, Dr. Rice, Sir Walter and Africander 
are names familiar to all readers of turf 
literature. 


First Brooklyn 

Handicap in 1887. 

The first Brooklyn handicap was run in 

7, and it was won by Dry Monopole in

The last-named 
has enthroned himself among the tmmort- 
als by being the sire of Dick Welles, who 
is toaay the champion thoroughbred of the 
world. 


When “Swayback” 
Tenney Won the Race. 


Dave Pulsifer annexed the Brooklyn of 
1901 with the “swayback’’ Tenny, defeat- 
ing Prince Royal and Tea Tray. In many 
respects Tenny was an extraordinary 
horse. He was the “crook-back Richard” 
of the American turf. His famous duel 
with Salvator was one of the sporting 
sensations of 1901. 

Judge Morrow—the property of Green B. 
Morris, a Missouri man—was first in IS, 
And placed to the credit of his owner @ 
sum of $17.7. The value of the Brooklyn 
never exceeded this amount, and it is 
scarcely worth half that amount today. Its 
cash value, however, is not its principal 
attraction. 

Kinley Mack was first under the wire in 
1900, followed home by Raffaello and Her- 
bert In the order named. Kinley Mack 
also won the Suburban handicap that year, 
and was the only horse that ever captured 
these two events. He was owned by a 
sportsman from Deer Lodge. Mont.

Pipe Lines Will Cost About $8,000,- 
000, and Will Supply Interven- 
ing Towns and Cities. 


LARGEST GAS. FIELD IN WORLD 


Line With Capacity of 200,000,000 
Feet of Cas a Day Will Supply 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. 


CHANUTE, Kan., April 23.—A company 
composed largely of the stockholders of 
the Union Natural Gas Co. of Pittsburg, 
Pa., one of the largest producers of nat- 
ural gas in the eastern fields, has been 
formed to pipe gas from this field to St. 
Louls, Kansas City and St. Joseph.. 

The wells are driled, the money is sub- 
scribed and all that remains is to lay the 
line and build the terminals. 

The company will start with more than 
100 wells, with a daily capacity of 300,000,000 
cubic feet of gas, and this is but little 
less than the present daily consumption of 
the United States. The pipe line from 
Chanute to Kansas City will be laid first, 
the distance being something more than 110 
miles. The line to St. Louls will come .af- 
ter, and will be more than 200 miles long, 
or as long as the longest gas pipe line 
ever built. 

The wells of the company are located all 
over the Kansas distriq¥, from [ola to 
Peru. For more than two years Col. 
O'Neill has been drilling gas wells. He was 
not drilling for oi? at all. As soon as @ 
well “caine in” it was capped, and this 
was continued week after week and month 
after month. To all inquiries Col. O'Neill 
replied that time would show what he 
was doing. To all the people who tried} 
to get him tied up in the oil business Col. 
O'Neill said the gas business was good 
enough for him. 


Present Capacity 
2,000,000 Feet a Day. 


The number of gas wells standing in Col. 
O’Neill’s name is now more than 100, and 
the drilling is going on every day. These 
wells will average 2,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas a day. Some of them run from 6,000,- 
000 to 9,000,000 feet, but 3,000,000 is a fair 
average. This means that the O'Neill wells 
are producing in steam power or heating 
power the equivalent of 16,500 tons of coal 
per day, it requiring approximately 20,000 
cubic feet of gas to equal a ton of coal. 
At 30 tons to the car there can be pro- 
duced the equivalent of 550 cars of coal. 

It is the purpose of the company which 
is forming to market this product to con- 
struct a 16 or 18-inch p'tpe line from Cha- 
nute to Kansas City by way of Iola, Paola, 
Garnett and Olathe, that being almost a 
direct route to Kansas City, Mo., 
which will have a daily capacity 
of from 36,000,000 60,000,000 feet of 
gas. The main may be larger 
than this, and so, will probably 
have a capacity of from 100,000,000 feet to 
900,000,000 feet per day. From this main 
line branch lines will be constructed to 
various places in Missouri and Kansas, to 
supply the wants of the people. 

While there is not now a demand for 
any such quantity of fuel, it ‘s believed 
that through these branch lines to aijll 
nearby towns that not only will a demand 
be created, but a stimulus given to manu- 
facturing which will result in an enormous 
influx of capital to engage in manufactur- 
ing enterprises. It is pointed out that by 
far the greater part of the output of the 
Joplin district is smelted and refined in 
the Kansas gas belt, and this solely be- 
cause of the cheapness of fuel. This bein 
the case at Joplin. the same thing wil 
result in the manufacture of agricultural] 
implements and other things which are 
sold largely through the Southwest and 
middle West. 


Largest Gas Belt 
in the World. 


Already the effect of cheap fuel is being 
felt at Chanute through the establishment 
of a big smelter and the building of large 
railroad shops. Other places in the district 
are having the same experience, and as yet 
the supply has not been at all certain, as 
the gas deposits have been but indifferently 
developed here so far as the individual 
operator was concerned. O'Nelll being the 
oniy man who saw the opportunity and 
took advantage of it. 

The cost of the line when ready for serv- 
ice with power plants, etc., will be about 
$7,500,000, the average being a little more 
than $60,000 to the mile.

on the part of experienced people give encouragement to the belief that the St. Louis 
Dxposition will register a mark on the opening day considerably in advance of prece- 
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ter around two points 1000 miles apart—the 
White House in Washington and the Louis- 
iana Purchase monument at the Worlds 
Fair. 

Following the gathering -of diplomats and 
cabinet officers at the former place and the 
completion of an opening program at the 
latter, President. Roosevelt’ will start the 
Exposition machinery at noon by pressing 
the key of a gold telegraph instrument in 
the blue room of the White House. 

The program in St. Louis will open at 9 
e’clock by the assémblage of Exposition 
officials, foreign and stute commissioners 
and distinguished gueSts at various head- 
quarters assigned to them. 

The Board of Directors of the Fair, tne 
heads of departments, members of the na- 
tional commission and of the board uf lady 
managers will meet in the office of Presi- 
deht Francis, where.a gavel of wood cut 
from the Fair grounds will be presented to 
the president by the St. Louis Furniture 
Board of Trade.

From the Administration buiiding these 
officers will march to the Plaza St. Louis, 
headed by a detachment of Jefferson 
guards, a band and an officer of the United 
States army.

She has succeeded so well in the. fhree 
days that she has becn at it that half a 
hundred of the little — can “see a 
cat’’ in English and have found out what 
cow and horse ance apple and foot and fan 
and particularly dog sound like in the lan- 
guage of their assimilators. 

Miss Vandaveer is the stenographer of 
Dr. T. K. Hunt, who is in charge of the 
Igorrotes. Finding that her duties tn that 
capacity did not occupy al! of her time, she 
set about organizing a class in the Eng- 
lish language. She had wanted to teach the 
little brown people ever since their assim- 
ulation and would have gone to the islands 
when there was a call for school teachers 
if her father would have permitted her. Her 
assignment to duties at the cuertel of- 
fered just the opportunity she wanted. 

When it became known that all Igorrotes 
and members of the other tribes who wished 
could join the first Filipino A B C class in 
America, there was a rush of Igorrotes, 
big. and Igorrotes little. Response to an- 


nouncement of a dog feast could not have 


been with greater alacrify. 

Of the fifty who came, clamoring to be 
shown, only one or two could speak a few 
words of English. In that respect the pros- 
pect was about as unpromising as possible, 
but the proposition before Miss Vandaveer 


i was simple in that she had only tw or- 


ganize one class. Old and young were on 
the same plane and they were all organized 
in a primer class, 


For the first lesson Miss Vandaveer 
printed the letters of the alphabet on pieces 
of cardboard. The pupils crowded eagerly 
around her and as she pointed at the cnar- 
acters and pronounced them, the students 
repeated them after her witb considerable 
exactness, 


Then she spelled out “I s-e-e a c-a-t."’ She 
had the scholars spell the words after her 
and then speak the sentence. 


Tho next thing was to clinch the thing 
by making the meaning clear. That was 
where she struck a stump. There: wasr't 
n cat about the place. She made eloquent 
attempts to convey to them what c-a-t, 
cat, meant, but they only shook their 
heads and evil something which was ap- 
parently the equivalent of “‘come again.”

PATAGOWIAN GIANTS. 
TO HAVE RIVALS

The Cocopalis, the Brush House Dwell- 


Biggest North American 
Indians, Due Tuesday. 


Tepees will begin to appear around the 
Indian school during the week. The first 
American Indians will arrive Tuesday and 
before the end of the week several tribes 
will be represented. 

The ones coming Tuesday will be the Co- 
copahs, from the mouth of the Colorado 
river. They are allied to the Yumas and 
Mojaves. There are about a thousand in 
the tribe. Eighteen men, women and chil- 
dren will come to the Fair. 

They are big fellows, and will give the 
Patagonians a brush for first place in size. 
One of them is said to be 6 feet 7 inckes in 
height. Their tastes are aquatic, wherein 
they differ from the Patagonians. They are 
great fishermen, swimmers and boatmen. 

They will build brush shacks which serve 
them fer habitations. 

The Pawnees, Wichitas and Arapahoes 
will arrive a day or two later, and set up 


their habitations. The Pawnees will have 
sacred earth lodge and the Wichitas a grass 
lodge. In all there will be upwards of 
thirty separate camps around the Indian 
School building. 


NOT FUSS AND FEATHERS, BUT 
FLOWERS FROM FEATHERS. 


Feathers will form an important part of 
the Brazilian exhibit. They will not be 
shown in .the ordinary way, but will be 
made into flowers and placed in baskets 
and bouquets. 

Col. F. M. de Souza Aguiar, commission- 
er-general from Brazili, speaks highly of 
the feather exhibit that will be madé from 
his country, 

“It is the work of Rio Janeiro women. 
No other than women could do that deli- 
cate work. They take the feathers of the 
humming bird, which has a most beautiful 
plumage in our country, and also the 
feathers of the parrot. With these they 

make fans and flowers. 

‘The fans:are not carried by Brazilian 
women. Théyv are used for decoration of 
rooms. For the leaves of the flowers, they 
take fish sculls. The result is wonderful 
and beautiful.’’

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LOUISE MICHEL'S AIM WAS

PARIS, April 23.—Louise Michel, who is reported 
to be dying of consumption in Toulon at the age of 
74, was asked once by a French statesman what 
she would do it the presidency of the French re- 


public were offered her. 
“I would accept it for 24 hours,” the “Red Virgin” 


answered. “Then I would open the banks and the 
prisons, and the world would be rejuvenated im- 
mediately.’’ 

Before the French public knew her as the Joan 
of Are of the commune, she was a teacher in a 
buarding school at Clermont in the Haute-Marne. 
When the directress of the school retired the curate 
of a neighboring village, Abbe Marechal, who ap- 
preciated her highly as a teacher, raised a fund of 
$2000 to put her at the head of the school. 

In those days Louise Michel was an ardent Cath- 
olic: When Archbishop Sibour was assassinated 
she wrote some verses demanding in behalf of 
France and in the name of Virgin Mary what Paris 
meant by making martyrs of her citizens. 

Some time later she became free instructress at 
Montmartre, in Paris. 

During the siege she gathered all the little raga- 
muffins she could find under her wing and taught 
them. She and they adored one another. She was 
no longer an ardert Catholic. She had come under 
the influence of Ferre. 

Although no one has ever been able to say that 
she had a lover, perhaps unknown to herself Louise 
Michel gave to Ferre her deepest affection. 

During the commune she who had always had a 
horror of blood, seized a gun and fought heroically 
by the side of the male communists. 

Henri Rochefort, who always showed warm sym- 
pathy for her, says: “She has been all her life one 
of the most extraordinary phenomena of living out- 
side one’s self. The body did not exist for her; the 
soul was all. I believe she cou!ld fast eight days 
without thinking of it. She guffered only from 
hunger for the stomachs of others.”’ 

Her mother. who feared for her daughter, when 
she saw all the perils that surrounded her. and who 
did not share her views, said to her one day: 

“Go, then; they will tie you to the end of a chain 
like a strange beast, and wil] make you dance to 
amuse the people." 

“Ah, well." retorted Louise, “I will go. and I will 
dance, and they will give me some big sous, and 
these people who have not eaten shall eat.”’ 

‘She and the Duchess d'Uzes once met near the bed 
of a poor unfortunate girl in a Paris garret. They 
cemented acquaintance at cnce and shook hands. 

Loulse Michel said: “I have some poor and no 
money for them.” 

The duchess agreed to help her with her poor. 

She served her term itn prison in the affair of the 
bakeries, when bread was taken for the starving, 
and just escaped betng put In prison for the Bou- 
langer affair. Then she left France suddenly for 
fear she would be shut up in a madhouse. 

Afterward she lived in London for a time, engag- 
ing in literary and historical work. She wrote of 
herself: 

“Aside from my career as a teacher and the part 
{ took in the struggle for Mberty at the time of the 
commune, none of the situations in my life has 
depended on my will: events have guided me. None 
of the situations in my life can be called an aim. 
What would I wish to be? Anybody whatever, if 
perfectly unknown, for the absurd stories that col- 
lect around names made conspicuous by events (in- 
dependent also of their will) ft is difficult for one 
to do his part of the work In the common buliding 
up of the new world.”

French Stockholders Meet in Paris 
and Approve Sale, With Only 
Five Dissenting Votes. 


PARIS, April 23.—The meeting of saath 
holders of the Panama Canal! Co., for the 
purpose of finally ratifying the transfer 
of the canal to the United States, was held 
in the Salle des Agriculteurs today. A 
large and demonstrative crowd was pres- 
ent, many women occupying the galleries. 

Prior to the meeting it became known 
that the conveyance of the property to the 
United States had already been made. Great 
interest wus manifested, as it was recog- 
nized that the vote on approving the con- 
veyanee would be the final struggle. 

The report of the council of administra- 
tion was distributed to the shareholders. 
This formally announced that President Bo 
and Director Rischmann had signed. the

Rev. B. W. Larabee of the Presbyte- 
on Road From Khoi. 


MOURNED BY WHOLE VILLAGE 


News of Death Has Just Reached 
America—Buried in Syrian 
Cemetery. 


CLEVELAND, O., April 23.—Particulars 
of the tragic death of Rev. B. W. Larabee, 
Presbyterian missionary, have just been re- 
ceived from Urumia, Persia. 

Rev. Larabee was returning to Urumia 
from Khoi, three days’ journey away, on 
the road to the Russian frontier. 

He took the upper pass, which was sup- 
posed to b® safe and was full of travelers. 
Suddenly four horsemen rode out upon 
him and his Nestorian servant. They shot 
the latter and then led Mr. Larabee off 
three or four miles into the mountains. 

A wagonful of Armenians saw the murder 


and capture from a distance. The driver 
wanted to go to Mr. Labaree’s assistance, 
but the women shrieked with fear for their 
own lives and so no hand was stretched 
out to help. Even when the dying servant 
waved his hands to come to him they 
“passed by on the other side.’’ Mr. Labaree 
was stripped of his outer clothes and killed 
by five dagger stabs, one bad cut being on 
his face, so that his father and wife were 
later advised not to have the coffin opened 
to view the remains. He was found lying 
on his back, his hands over his heart. He 
probably died at once. His ring remained 
on his hand. His bloodstained fur gap had 
been left. His books and papers had been 
torn and scattered miles away, probably 
to lead pursuit astray. 

That evening some travelers brought 
word,.to a Protestant Nestorian preacher 
in a neighboring village that they had seen 
the bodies, apparently of foreigners, lying 
near the road. The servant's body was 
easily found, but they had to search long 
for Mr. Labaree’s body. Both were carried 
to Ula, whence the sad tidings were tele- 
graphed,to Urumia. News spread lixe wild- 
fire, people a appre | to the flat roofs’ 
lining the streets and filling the mission- 
@ries’ yard, sobbing and mourning. The 
next day the whole city was moved. Mos- 
lem noblemen were in tears and the be- 
reaved widow and father received 254 calls 
of sympathy. 

On. Sunday, March 13, the  0»bodies 
reach Urumia, and then, in compliance wit 
a custom, which forbids the bringing into 
a city the body of one who died outside, 
lest it bring death to the inhabitants, the 
corpses were conveyed to the American 
mission college outside. It seemed as 
though almost the whole Christian popula- 
tion went out to meet and do honor to. the 
remains. All the way around the city 
moat the road was lined with weeping peo- 
ple, thousands of mourning hristians 
showing their deep grief, one company of 
Mosiem women beating their breasts, and 
another company of Moslem men respect- 
ew! saluting the cart which bore the 
oaies, 

Monday, March 14, funeral exercisés were 
held at the college. An English service 
was held in a parlor. Then the pallbearers, 
Syrian pastors, bore Mr. Labaree’s casket 
to the college chapel, whither that of Israil, 
the faithful servant had been taken. The 
chapel could hold but a small part of the 
people present. Rev. Shedd, a lifelong friend 
and companion of Mr. Labaree, conducted 
the service and a number of Syrian pastors 
took part. The college students sang Mr. 
Labaree’s favorite hymn, ‘‘Must Jesus Bear 
the Cross Alone?’ Just before meeting 
death Mr. Labaree had preached on, ‘‘Shar- 
ing the Sufferings of Christ.”’ 

The funeral procession started for the 
mission cemetery on Mt. Seir, six miles dis- 
tant, accompanied to the river by many 
hundreds, and many on horseback and on 
foot went to the cemetery. The scene at the 
grave was very impressive. ‘A 

The whole village of Seir was waiting on 
the brow of the hill, and the church bell 
tolled. One of the speakers said that day: 

“We have many times come to this spot 
to lay away the faithful workers from a 
foreign land, but this is the first martyr.” 
And then he added: “And we want the 
missionaries to know that our nation has 
also given one to be a martyr with him 
in this service of Christ.” 


SPECIAL AGENTS TQ 
ND. MINE STRIKES 
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Illinois Coal Operators’ Association’s 
Plan to Settle Controversies Be- 
tween Owners and Operators, 


SPRINGFIELD, I1l., April 2.-—-Miners 
and operators in Springfield, as well as 
throughout the state, are interested in a 
plan inaugurated by the Illinois Coal Oper- 
ators’ Association for the purpose of put- 
ing an end to mining disputes. 

The executive board of the Coal Oper 
ators’ Association Has decided to employ 
three special agents who are to be subject 
to the orders of the members of the asso- 
clation, through the commissioner, Herman 
Justi of Chicago. They will be stationed at 
different points in the state and their mdve- 
ments,during nearly every hour in the day 
will be known to the main office of the 
commission in Chicago, so that a message 
may be sent at any time advising the spe- 
cial agents of trouble or prospective trou- 
ble in the mines at any point in the state. 

In this manner the agents can be on the 
ground promptly, and by their counsel and 
influence bring about a speedy and amica- 
ble settlement of all difficulties. The Ill 
nois Cvual Operators’ Association asserts it 
has clearly demonstrated that a great body 
of workmen can be kept at work pending 
adjustment of any disputes that may rise. 
rhe purpose of this plan is to bring about 
such an adjustment a little more quick- 
ly thon has been possible in the past, when 
the force at the command of the officers 
has been so limited. Two of these spe- 
clal agents already are in the field and 
the third will be at work within a few 
days. 

The shutting down of mines without 
cause has long been a thing which both 
the miners’ organization and the operators’ 
association have tried to prevent. While 
the evil during the past year has not been 
a8 great as it was in previous years, still 
unwarranted shutdowns, it is declared, 
have been much too frequent. Under the 
new arrangement many shutdowns will be 
prevented, and where they do occur pun- 
ishment will be imposed, which, if done 
promptly and wisely, it is predicted, will 
rid the coal mining industry In Illinois al- 
most entirely of th’s abuse.

OKLAHOMA TO COME 
NTO OL FELD 


Well at Lawton Bubbling Gas—Ex- 
pert Believes Large Quantities of 
Oil Underlie Custer County. 


LAWTON, O. T., April 2%.—The aban- 
doned oll well east of Lawton has lately 
attracted the attention of visitors by the 
bubbling of gas through the water which 
has filled it. 

W. M. Rothrock of Cedarvale, Kan., who 
saw the well, stated his belief that large 
quantities of oil underlies this entire sec- 
tion and expressed surprise that the well 
had been abandoned. 

That the well had not been shot before 
final abandonment seemed also to puzzle 
him after the indications had proven so 
flattering as they did then and are at the 
present time. In this connection he stated 
an actual occurrence in the little town in 
which he resides: 

“A man with whom I am acquainted 
personally sunk a hole on the townsite, 
and, having finally become discouraged, 
abandoned the prospect,’ said Mr. Roth- 
rock. ‘“‘He moved about two hundred feet 
from his criginal prospect and sunk an- 
other hole, which also discouraged him and 
was abandoned. Ancther acquaintance of 
mine, about two hundred feet from the last 
hole drilled by the person of whom I have 
spoken, sunk a hole to the depth of sev- 
eral hundred feet. He, like his neighbor, 
became discouraged and gave up. Finally, 
however, he decided to shoot the well at 
the depth where he passed through the 
oil rock. The result was that not only the 
well shot was ‘brought in,”’ but also the 
other two began to flow, and have since 
produced many thousands of barrels of oil. 
Yon cannot tell about this gas well you 
have got here. It is more than likely, in 
my opinion, that properly shot, you would 


get results. There is only one argument in 
favor of not shooting it, and that is it 
would destroy the hole and prevent any 
further drilling there.”’ 

According to the geological survey sent 
out from Washington, Lawton is in the oil 
belt. This is an opinion from a source 
that usually hesitates to lend its influence 
toward prospecting in mineral after men of 
experience have declared the region of] or 
mineral producing. A telegram from Wash- 
ington says: 

“The United States geological survey says 
in its last report that there are a number 
of states In the Union which are thus far 
eredited with no. output of petroleum. but 
which are likely to develop oil’ fields of 
notable productivity. Among these are Co}- 
orado, Wvoming. Montana. Utah, New 
Mexico. Missouri and Oklahoma. 

“Many natural petroleum seeps are found 
in Oklahoma. but there was no production 
reported in 1902. Guthrie, Lawton, Fort Sill. 
Richards and Granite have all more or lees 
natural vents showing both petroleum and 
natural gas. and in a few vears this térri- 
tory will prebablv be placed on the list of 
rernlar producers.”

The noodle and macaroni industry in the 
United. States is rapidly attaining prom:- 
nence. It is one of the very newest of 
the old world importations and has flour- 
ished admirably on American soil. Ten 
years ago it was impossible to secure 
American mide macaroni or noodles, now 
the domestic products are rapidly push- 
{ing the foreign made articles for first place. 

ut the output of 300 factories of the 
United States is not yet sufficient to Sup- 
ply the home consumption and great 
quantities of noodles and macaroni are still 
imported from Italy. Last year $1,600,000 
worth of macaroni alone was brought into 
the country, which was an increase of 80 

r cent over the roar, preyioes, indicating 
he rapidiy growing emand for these 
goods. The foreign manufacturers are 
obliged to pay a tariff of 25 per cent on 

th noodles and macaroni, which has fos- 
tered the home industries, permitting as it 
does the establishment of a very fair price 
upon the domestic goods. 

In late years the United ptates govern- 
ment has given the noodle official recog- 
nition and has recently begun a ser.es of 

‘ experiments in the growing of macaronl 
wheat upon the arid lands of the west. 
The experiments are reported to. have 
been quite successful and it is pare 
that the wheat, which is used principally 
in the manufacture of noodles and macar- 
oni will be cultivated here in large quan- 
tities. The valley of the Volga river, in 
Russia, is most prolific in this wheat and 
supplies most of the mecaroni factories 
of Italy. though a considerable gtantity 
is shipped from Algeria. Rather than im- 

ort this peculiar quality of wheat the 
omestic manufacturers have used native 
wheat, with almost the same results. The 
successful growth of the macaroni species 
fn this country will, however, have an ap- 
preciable effect upon the ipaustry and wilt 
eventually result in crowaing out prac- 
tically all of the foreign maue products.

Grover Cleveland, Judge Alton B. Parker 
and the New York Democracy. 

He was greeted at the Second Regiment 
Armory tonight by a vast assemblage, and 
his sentiments were Mberally applauded. 
Coming just as Mr. Bryan did, on the eve 
of the Cook County primaries, the Hearst 
following, which packed the _ structure, 
looked upon the Bryan invasion as an in- 
dorsement. Though voices in the_aud!- 
ence frequently shouted: “What about 
Hearst?"' Mr. Bryan cunningly evaded the 
issue. He concentrated his energies in a 
cyclone assault on the recently adopted 
New York platform. From a Bryan view 
it was reduced to kindling wood when he 
finished. He explained that he was “neu- 
tral’ as to canidates. Mr. Bryan said in 
part. 


Has Always Pointed 
Out Objections. 


“When some two years ago I became 
Satisfied that ex-Senator David B. Hill was 
planning to be a-candidate. I pointed out 
the objections to his candidacy. When 
the Cleveland boom was launched I pointed 
out the objections to his candidacy, and 
now .wat Mr. Parker seems to be the lead- 
ing candidate (though not the only can- 
didate) among the reorganizers, I desire 
to present some reasons why he cannot be 


considered as an available candidate for a 
Democratic nomination, and I find these 
reasons, not in his personality, but in his 
position upon public questions. 

“For a year he has been urged to speak 
out and declare himself upon the important 
issues of the coming campaign, but he has 
remained silent.

HE lace exhibits at the World’s Fair will 

se mainly in the Palaces of Manufacture 

and Varied Industries. They will include 

French, English, Irish, Gernian, Swiss and Jap- 

anese laces. The exhibit of domestic laces will 

be chiefly of lace curtains and such stuffs. The 

department expects that some of the displays 

will include exhibits of lacemaking processes, 

particularly of the kinds of lace made by hand. 

Specimens of rare laces will also be shown by 

some of the foreign governments, notably Bel- 
gium and France. 


When a woman lovingly touches a delicate bit 
of old lace it should intensify her reverence to 


‘realize that she is in close communion with one of 


the most ancient and beautiful arts of needle- 
craft. The prophet Isaiah makes mention of 
“they that weave networks,” the wrappings of 
mummies found in Egyptian and Greco-Roman 
tombs are oranmented with drawn work, cut 
work and other open ornamentation. Homer 
sings of veils of net woven with gold and there 
are now in existence examples of Saracenic drawn 
linen which date back to the 10th or 11th cen- 
tury before the Christian era. 

Historically and artistically, therefore, the 
lace exhibits to be made at the World’s Fair will 
possess a vital interest. The story of every 
aristocracy the world has known can be told 
in varying forms through the medium of lace. 
The very foundation of the lace ground of the 
present day was unearthed in a Roman cemetery 


in middle Egypt, a treasured adornment of the » 


national Society of Dressmakers. 

haughtiest caste the world has seen. But, unlike 
most ancient arts, the fullest glory of lacemak- 
ing was reached at a comparatively late period, 
that of the medieval age. 

North Italy and Blanders led the way in the 
development exactly as they did in pictorial arts, 
Thence it spread to England, Spain, France, Ire- 
land, Russia, Sweden and other countries. Dur- 
ing its stage of development latemaking was 
taught principally in convents, and lace was 
used almost exclusively for trimming sacerdotal 
vestments, so that to this day it is still called 
“nun’s work” in outlying districts in England and 
the Continent. In the course of time the making 
of lace became a recognized industry and its 
beauty gave it high favor among the nobility. 

A woman seems to know and appreciate art- 
sitry in lace by inherited instinct. Of the re- 
nowned laces Valenciennes is, perhaps, the fore- 
most. Its manufacture was begun in the 15th 
century by one Pierre Chauvin in the town of 
Valenciennes, then a part of the ancient 
Hainault, ceded to France in the latter half of 
the 17th century. This lace is remarkable for 
beauty of ground, richness of design and even- 
ness of tissue. The earliest Valenciennes de- 
signs, such as will be shown at the World’s Fair, 
are very beautiful, consisting of flowers and 
scrolls on grounds of minute circles, sometimes 
surrounded by other circles. Later 18th century 
Valenciennes contains tulips, carnations and 
anemones wrought with singular fidelity. Mme. 
du Barry had a craze for this lace, which is fre- 
quently mentioned in her history.

Rema kable' Employment of Mechanica 
Refrigeration by~ Engineer Powelson, 
Who Cenducted the Diving Investigation 
of the Maine Disaster—He Mads the 
<Mississippi River Serve as a Barrier 
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«Against Itself in Order That a Notable 
St. Louis Work Should Not Be Delayed. 


UFFETED by the swift waters 
of the Mississippi at the foot 
of Biddle street, the massive 
lower walls of the new power- 
house of the Union Electric Co. 
now begin to rise into view like 
a fortress. 

They are over eight feet thick at the base and 
rest on a bedrock foundation 10 feet below the 
river level. Mace of gigantic steel A-plates, 
boxed im and fille with conerete, they are the 
most important structural part of one of the 
heaviest buildings in St. Louis. 

But if it had not been for the engineering re- 
sourcefulness of Mr. W. V. N. Powelson, in charge 
of the construction work for the Union ? lectric 
Co.. these steadfast walls would not thus have 
risen triumphant above the Mississippi flood. At 
one time it looked as if the Father of Waters was 
about to emerge victorious in a stubborn struggle 
with the builders. | 
They were striving against the river itself. for as 
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ICE. WALL COVERING LEAK IN .COFFER-DAM - 
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Louis Refrigerating and Coal Storage Co, as high as $40 
per day for freezing the Mississippi river at the point 
where the power-house site cofferdam leaked. 

The process, while simple, was origiial and curious and 
presented some decidedly spectacular features, as shown 
in the accowpanyirg illustrations. Against the iron wall 
of the cofferdam, eovering the leaks in that wall, the 
plates of ice were formed. They shone white above the 
water level, and then sank down into the earth, solid 
and impenetrable by moisture. On the eastern side were 
the waters of the Mississippi. Then came the wall made 
by the interlocking channel bars that had sprung two 
fatal leaks—but now the leaks were ice-encased and had 
ceased to be leaks. And behind them went forward the 
work of laying thé foundations of the powerhouse. ¥o 

Liefore this work was completed two more leaks wets 
sprung in the second compartment of the cofferdam, south- 
ward from the first, but now they brought no dismay to 
the heart of Engineer Powelson. Fer, promptly on their 
development, the pipes were extended from the refrigerat- 
ing company’s plants and walls of ice were create] to 
cover them, exactly as had been done in the first case. It 
was now a simple thing—the entire eastward front of 
the cofferdam equld have been made a solid. bartier a ive 
had it been necessary. ; 

Thus it was that. stone by stone, and big A-plate by 
A-plate, the foundations of the Union Elegtrie Co.’s power- 
house. were laid and the wails built higher ard. higher.

In Havana harbor. Subsequently he was sent abroad to 
represent the United States navy in foreign shipbuilding 
cities, His St. Louis achieveinent is in keeping with h-s 
naval record of professional skill and inventive fertility. 

The feat which he has just accomplished is an enginzer. 
iog triumph whhich has never before been attempted in 
Si, Louis, Its possibilities, indeed, have only been demon- 
strated within the past vear or two. In effect it means 
that, by the freezing of water at a point of leakage, the 
very element that threatene! destruction is transformed 
into a resisting agency aguinst ‘itself. It may be that 
this discovery will yet be applied to ships at sea, offer 
ing additional safeguards against one of the greatest of 
ocean perils, that which follows the springing of a leak 
owing to defective steel plates or punctures in the hull 
Certainly Engineer Powe!son has made a notable demon. 
atretion of the value of the discovery in the case of the 
Union Electric Co.'s power house foundation. 

The eastern wall of the structure fronts on the river 
and runs about 300 feet from north to south. At present. 
owing to the high stage of water, the waves of the Mis- 
sissippi are beating against the very walls themselves 
“To obtain a comprehensive view of their river front it is 
necessary to make one’s way out on planks and heavy 
girders that extend above the swift and dangerous cur- 
rent, 

But when work was begun on the power house in Febru- 
ary the river was many feet lower than now. Neverte 
less, the discovery was speedily made that it must be 
fought and overcome at the outset. This fact became 
apparent when, in digging for a foundation, the necessary 
Led-rock basis could not be reached until the excavations 
had gone considerably below the water level. 

Then was encountered the stubborn problem which for 
a time dismayed the builders. It was found imposssible 
to prosecute the task of laying the power-house founda- 
tion. The river was but a few feet away to the east. 
As soon as its level was passed its waters persisted in 
seeping through te where the work was under way. This 
fact made progress impossible. 

And yet what was thought to be sufficient precaution 
had been taken to prevent this. A big cofferdam sur- 
rounding the area of the foundation lines had been con- 
structed. This cofferdam was made of interlocking iron 
channel bars. Riveted together they interposed what was 
at first believed to be an effective barrier to the river 
waters. It was like sinking a gigantic iron box inclosing 
the scene of labor. This cofferdam was divided into com- 


'). partments, extending the length of the power-house front- 


age on the river. Its base rested on the bedrock founda- 
tion. Its top, 40 feet above, was high enough to cover 
any probable rise of the river during the progress of the 
work. This work was to advance from vompartment to 
compartment of the cofferdam until the entire eastern 
. fandation Wad been laid. Behind the iron walls of the 
> eofferdam the workmen could prosecute their task in secu- 
rity, it was thought. 

Rut this belief proved to be ill-founded. It was eud- 
denly discovered that the cofferdam was not water tight. 
Ty big leaks were sprung at either end of the first north- 
ere compartments. The iron channel bars did not inter- 
locet closely enough. There was no way of overcoming the 
inherent fault. What was to be done? 

1t was then that Mr. Powelson’s resourcefulness came in 
evidence. The conventional method of continuing the 
work of foundation laying would have been to have the 
' workmen protected by caissons, as was done when the 
foundations of the Eads bridge piers were laid. But this is 
an extremely costly and slow method; also dangerous to 
‘life After studying over the problem long and earnestly, 
the man who was chosen by the navy department to in-

HE new process by which mechanical refrig- 
T eration was employed to prevent the Mis- 

a sissippi river from flooding the cofferdam 
guarding the work of laying the foundation of the 
Union Electric Co.’s power house is of the greatest 
value from:the engineering point of view. 

The St. Louis demonstration of its practical value 
was ‘convincing. For this reason it is receiving the 
thoughtful attention of engineers all over the ccun- 
try and is certain to be largely resorted to in future. 
The process is a recent discovery, and its practical 
application possesses the deepest significance. 

I can recall but two instances of anything like a 
similar achievement. One of these was in Holland 
or Germary, where a bed of quicksand was enccun- 
tered in diggicg for a foundation. Quicksand is 
cne of the most serious obstacles in such work, and 
in this instance it was found impossible to reach 
bedrock by employing the ordinary means of pro- 
tection. As an experiment, a number of pipes were 
laid in a circular form, penetrating to the desired 
depth where water was to be frozen. These 
pipes were just far enough apart to insure 
that they would freeze the area in a con- 
necting circle, the freezing area of one reaching to 
that of the other until the circuit was complete. 
Then the refrigeration was done and its resu't was 
a circular wall of frozen earth, within which the 
task of reaching bedrock and laying a foundation 
was succesfully performed. The other instance was 
that of the digging of a deep well at New Orleans, 
and was of a similar nature. 

ihe new process is quite simple, a fact which 
further commends it to engineers. It is also eco- 
nomical both of time and money. The St. Louis 
experiment is regarded as notable in engineering 
annals and is receiving widespread attention. It is 
perhaps the most ‘completely successful demon- 
stration of the practical value of the new process 
that has yet been made. 
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BEGINNING OF REFRIGERATION 
ABOVE SURFACE 
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with Engineer R. H, Tait, a man after his own heart. 
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as a dam against the ‘Mississippi river soon assumed defi- 
nite shape. 

From the plant of the refrigerating company. where it 
connected with the big receivers containing liquid an- 
hydrous ammonia, a two-inch pipe was laid eastward to 
the river front. Thence it ran southward. until the power- 
house site was reached. The total distance covered was 
something over 1000 feet. Within this two-inch pipe ran a 
three-quarter-inch pipe, which carried the ammonia to 
the point where the freezing was to be done, the mis- 
sion of the larger pipe being to carry back to the plant 
the ammonia vaporized in the pipes, this vaporized am- 
monia being again condensed for freezing service. When 
the pipes had been laid to the spot below which the two 
leaks in the cofferdam had been developed, they were esunk 
in the water from the piling until the leakage spot had 
been reached, and around them were pile! numerous 
sacks filled with dirt. Then the liquid ammonia was turned 
on from the refrigerating plant. 

The process of refrigeration by liquid ammonia is simple, 
At the point where the vaporizing ammonia is permitted 
to make itself felt intense cold is created. In the case 
of the Powelson experiment, this cold reached 10 degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit, and this temperature was stead- 
ily maintained at the exact point of leakage in the ‘cof- 
ferdam. Its effect_was virtually immediate. 

The sacks filled with earth had speedily become sat- 
urated by the river water. This surrounded the pipes 
with moisture upon which to work. Almost in an hour’s 
time a solid wall of ice had been formed, interposing a 
perfectly water tight barrier against the water that had 
been running into the cofferdam within which the work 
of foundation laying was undet way. Every drop of moist- 
ure that came in contact with the ammonia-chilled pipes 
was at once transformed into ice. Thicker and 
thicker this increasing wall of ice became, thus additionally 
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its offieers aid immediately came into close association 


Between them the proposition to use the Mississippi river 


their way, invalidating all that he could do under existing 
conditions. But if at the point of leakage the water could 
be frozen it would itself stop the leakage and make the 
cofferdam water tight. And Engineer Powelson believed 
that this freezing of a living section of the Mississippi 
was feasible. | 
Two city blocks distant to the north and west of the site 
of the Wnion Electric Co.’s power house was the plant of 
the St. Louis Refrigerating and Cold Storage Co., and 
Engineer Poweison saw that this company must be his 
ally in the new project. So he proceeded to confer with 


insuring the cofferdam against leakage. The flow. of 
liquid ammonia was kept up night and day. There was 
no chance for a “thaw.” And behind this wall of ice, re 
inforeing the iron wall made by the cofferdam of interlock- 
ing channel bars, Engineer Powelson prosecuted his task 
of laying the foundations of the Union Electric Co.'s power- 
house below the level of the Mississippi river. 

At first the process may appear expensive to the unpro- 
fessional student, but it was less 50 than would have 
been the caisson method, and infinitely less than if the 
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walls of the power house. till it grew to be something vf 
a race between the two. But, behind the iron and ice bar- 
riers the workmen on the walls put forth their best effort 
ard so managed to keep ahead of the rising waters. But 
only by the barest margirs. 

ror now the entire’cofferdam structure was undér water, 
a fact that would nullify all of Engineer Powelson’s work 
if he had not been swift to put his novel project into ex- 
ecution and hasten it .to its finish. But as it is, the 
Mississippi's current now dashes egainat the ‘solid walis 
of the power house, raised above its utmost fury, and the 
“frozen river” cofferdam has been demonstrated ‘a suc- 
cess. It is not needed nor maintained any longer, but 
it served its purpose well. Also it goes into engine>ring 
annals as a remarkable achievement. Bastern engineers.are 
deeply interested in the feat, and a leading publication of 
their craft is writing for full details of the work, accom- 
panied by illustrations.”

Honiton lace became 
famous by reaeon of its sprigs, which are 
made seperately with bobbins and then 
sewed or appliqued on the lace ground, Phe 
wedding dress of Queen Victoria was of 
Jiontton application, and those of the Prin- 
errs Royal, Princess Alice and the Princess 
of Wales were all of Honiton bobbin-made 
sprigs mounted on machine-made nets. the 
patterns being of the national flowers. The 
Prince of Wales’ feathers were ured on 
the dress of the Danish Princess. 


A curious, historical fact in connection 
with the lace-making industry in Ireland 
ia that Dean Swift composed the prologue 
to a play that was acted for the benefit 
of the Irish lacemakers, tn which he says: 
“Well dress in manufactures made at 
home."" This was at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century, at which time there 
was a marked Brit movement toward 
the patronizing of industries of thie 
British Isles. From this time forward irish 
laces were in demand, and within the teat 
3 years lacemaking has become an impo ‘t- 
ant industry of the Irish people. Tie- 

_, Irish laces are now produced at Yougha. 
New Ross, Killarney Kinsale. Clonaktity. 
Waterford, Monaghan and other places 
and find a worldwide market. The cele. 
brated “Irish point lace” owed its origin 
to a Lady de Vere, who lent to the irish 
teachers of lacemaking her own Brusecis 
lace as @ pattern, from which they copted 
the application sprigs of the Brusseig meth- 
od with great success, Irirth point crochet. 
modeled on Spanish and Venetian guipure 
patterns, is very beautiful and popular.

HE Olympic games at the World’s 
Fair will be an athletic educa- 
tion. © They should mean a 
great spurt in sports in the West. . At 
St. Louis a man will‘learn more about 
all the games and sports of the country 
than he could pick up otherwise in 10 
years. ‘He will.see all the men who are 
making athletic history. Me will learn 
to know them so that he can follow 

their movements hereafter. 

This means most to the western 
states, for the games will be an in- 
centive to them to go after world cham- 
pionships. They will have their great 
chance right here. How will they take 
it? 

Our program is two-fold. It is both 
theoretical and practical. We shall have 
a gymnasium for exhibitions and for a 
complete course of physical culture lec- 
tures. Here a man may learn the how, 
why and wherefore. 

Out of doors we shall have the great 
contestsg,and competitions—the work- 
ing athlttics, the practical side The 
American people want contests; they do 
not care for mete exhibitions. In the 
stadium we shall have these contests.

English, 
French, German or any other national 
games except baseball, which, of course, 
could not be omitted, although exclus- 
ively American.

This is due to 
three reasons: (1) Beeause there is but 
ene race of giants in ihe world—the 
Tehuelche Indians of Patagonia, at th 
extreme southern end of South America : 
(2) beeause never until now did any 
white man enjoy the confidence of these 
big barbarians to such an extent that 
he could induce them to leave the wilder 
mess in which they live; (3) because 
not until Prof, WJ Melive beeame ehief 
of the department of anthropology for 
the Jeonisiana Purelrase Exposition did 
fair enjey the services of a man 
whose knowledge of the primitive peo- 
ples of the world enabled him to know 
how to go about getting some of the 
races that had never been seen out of 
their own countries. 3 
Seven Patagonian Indians reached the 
St. Louis Fair a few days ago. They 
were Groom. the king of the Tehuelche 
tribe of 100 persons: four men, one 
woman and one child. The king and his 
men are all more than six feet tall; the 
woman is five feet seven inches 
tall: the child is a little girl. They came 
dressed in rude skins—a primitive pic- 
ture such as no other fair ever possess¢: 
ATAGONE means big feet 
They eat horse flesh. 
They never wear hat- 
They call a house a tolde. 
They are all blood drinker-. 
They are fond of ornaments 
They have no large families. 
Thev have never been slaves

Mrs, Parker said that her son, the judge, was born May 14, 1852, and that his ee os Se a, Shy PN Ee GEL iP 
early boyhood days were p.ssed on the farm. He wag taught his first “book” 
lessons by Mrs. Parker herself before he went to the village school in Cortland. 

“It would not be proper for me to talk much about my own boy,” she said with 
becoming modesty. “He was like other boys, and 1 don’t know what I can say about 
him that would be different from that which most American mothers can say 
about their boys. He was quick in his lessons, and applied himself to books even 
as a youngster with a diligence that pleased his father (who was John Brooks 
Varker) and me very much.” 

“It has been printed, Mrs. Parker, that you had cause to use the switch quite 
frequently in disciplining your son when he was a boy.” 

“I didn’t like that,” replied the little woman as she glanced down again at 
the picture of her boy, which she still held in her hand. £ suppose every mother 
finds it neveséary sometimes to use a switch for discipline’s sake, but [ don’t see 
why it should be printed in the newspaper. In fact, I didn’t have to manage Alton 
with half the severity some children require. : 

“He was a romping little fellow who loved the fields, and even as a smal] boy 
he was always-out with his father and the hands about the place pitching hay, 
pulling carrota, digging potatoes and doing other work. He was such an athletic lad, 
always. wanting to be on the go, that had to caution him many times not to 
overtax his strength. . 

“When he was large enough we sent him to the village school in Cortland. He 
attended the district school, then the Normal school at Cortland. In the sum- 
mer time when the schools were not in session he spent his vacations working on 
the farm. He also studied at night, for he loved his books.” r 

Mrs. Parker said that it was Mr. Parker's desire that Alton should be a 
farmer, and she thought at one time that he would choose a life on the farm. #0 
great was his love for the fields and forests as a youngster; but when he left 
school at sixteen and his father offered to buy him a farm, he declined it. and without 
the knowledge of his parents secured a place as teacher’in a little achool near 
Cortland. 

Judge Parker taught school several years, all the while studying law at leisure 
hours, He took charge of the public school at Rochester at twenty. His pay 
was $3 a day. : : 

“My memory does not serve so well as to recall his compensation when he first 
started out as a school teacher,” said the Judge’s mother, “but I know that it 
waa very email, I think he was teaching school at at little village called Accord, 
near Kingston. when he began the practice of law.

At the bottom will be a chamber, reproduced from the Porterfield mine of New Mexico, 
the: walls lined with turquoise rock worth many thousands of dollars. 

Here it is that the amcient Mexicans and the modern machinery will work side 
by side as an object lessom in progress. 

Near the mine, in a great glass case, the finest rock ever taken from a turquoise 
mine will be shown, with the rich veins of turquoise running through it. 

The lapidary, at work in his little miner’s cabin on the hillside above the mine, 
will explain how the turquoise of commerce is prepared. 

Unlike other gems, turquoise is never sold in the rough state, as there is little in 
the appearance of the rock before it is cut and — to indicate its final value. So-ae 
fine-appearing rocks disclose flaws that make what would be sold for $6 a carat so 
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
